Trains Late— Wind of Unprecedented 
Violence iu ilissonri, Arkansas 
and Texas. 

CnicA(;o, Nov. 20.-— Up to 11 o'clock this 
morning this city was practically dead tele- 
graphically, Last night's storm of mingled 
rain, sleet and snow utterly prostrated eleo- 
trioal coraniunloation of all sorts within the 
city limits, and the h6avy aocumulatlons of 
sleet and snow broke down wIroB of all aorta. 
In tho bnsi"?as diattiot the telegraph and 
telephone wiroB are nndet ground, but In 
the outskirts they rise to the aurfsoe and are 
curried on polca. The weight was so great 
In many places that the poles were broken 
and went down with the wires. ' Even the 
heavy trolley wires were unable to with- 
stand the rain, and the wires mingled In in- 
extricable oonfualon with the telephone and 
telegraph aystema, inolading the police and 
fire alarm wires. 

Finally the Postal Bocurod intermittent 
communication between thia city and Cleve- 
land, over which the Assoolated Preaa man- 
aged to got a little news, and both that 
company and tho Weatern Union had ea- 
tabliahed oommunloation with St. Louis, 
and were accepting tho Asaoclated Press 
nows and general buslueaa. The Chicago 
and Milwaukee Telegraph Co. alao got Its 
wires between the board of trade and Mil- 
waukee and news and bnsinesa began to 
move. Altogether it was the moat com- 
plete telegraphic iaolatlou which this city 
hua BuiTorod in many yeara. Freight traffic 
from every direotlon by rail was practically 
blocked and all tho passenger trains were 
much delayed, even Inalde of the city. In 
spite of every effort. 

iNDiA.vAroLis, Nov. 26. — The wind storm 
which succeeded the four Inoh rain fall last 
night did considerable property damage in 
this city, bat humanity eaoapsd without) 
injury. Many small bnildingB were wrecked 
and shade trees on the resldenoe streets 
went down. The roof of a larf;e pnblio 
school building at Delaware and' Walnut 
atreeta was lifted several inches. A footory 
on Madison avenue was dlBmantled and the ' 
new Moravian ohurob on Cottage avenue ' 
was uprooted. 

The telegraph compaules have been Badly 
crippled. All the railroads aro feeling the 
tfl'dots of the atorm, and trains are as a rale 
several hours late Tho telegraph wires 
along the railroads have in nutny instances 
been carried to the ground by fallen trees. 
Reports from every part of tho state indicate 
that tile wind was unprecedented in violence 
and much damage was done. 

St Louis, Nov, 26 — Tho blizzird which , 
sot in here early last evening subsided this 
morning, after leaving bIx to eight feet of 
anew on the ground, badly crippling the 
railroad and Impeding all lines of travel. 
Telegraph lines are down in all direotiona. 
No damage, however, has yet boon reported 
in this city. It was learned that the storm 
raged violently throughout Missouri, Arkan- 
sas and Texas. In tho latter state It swept 
over the ranches, covering them with snow 
several Inohea deep, eeverely oxpoaing all 
kinds of live atook to Ita fnry. If the tern- ' 
peratnre falla lower there will be a great 
loss of oattle and afaeep. 

Toledo, 0., Nov. 26.— A terrific wind 
storm reached this city at 2 o'clock thia 
morning which played bavoo with the tele- 
graph and telephone wirea. The atreeta to- 
day were strewn with algna and rubbish ; 
tin roofa were blown off and the etanding 
walla of a large building recently destroyed 
by fire were blown down. The wind at one 
time reached a velocity of eighty-one miles 
an hour, for tour hoars it registered sixty- 
four miles an hour. No disaBters have been 
reported from the lake as yet. 

Buffalo, Nov. 26.— The gale which haa 
been blowing hero from an early hour this 
morning is subsiding to-night. The dam- 
age to various kinds of property haa ijsea 
very great, but no fatalities hove occurred. 
Moat of tho ioea haa been due to tho high 
wator In the harbor caused by the pre- 
vailing direotion of tho wind. The water in 
the harbor and river has risen at least six 
feet since yesterday. 

Ab a rule tho New York Central tracks at 
the foot of Georgia street, liavo been washed 
away and no bolt lino trains have run all 
day. The tracks of tho Philadelphia and 
Reading havo alao been washed out at the 
same place and trains on that read are all 
stalled here. Squaw iaiand, situated aortb 
of Ferry street and extending to the inter- 
national bridge, was almoat completely sub- 
merged, and some of tho reaidentB of the 
Island were forced to hastily pack up and 
leave tholr homes to the mercy of the waves. 

A great deal of damage was done along 
tho sea wall, and equattora there had their 
homes washed away. Down in the Erie 
basin conalderable damage was done to ex- 
curalon steamers wblohhas been laid up there 
for the winter. The water has risen nine 
feet in twenty-four houra and played 
havoc with the boats. The $40,000 side- 
wheel exoorsion steamer Shrewsbury was 
washed away from the aupporta on which she 
was placed and besohed. The damage to the 
steamer will be at least half lb value. The 
steamer HartiBon met a similar mishap and 
very great damage.

NANAIMO ASSIZES. 

The Steveston Homicide Will Bo Goncladed 
To-day— The f lanta Case— Other 
Business. 

Nanai.mo, Nov. 26.— (Special)— The fall 
aaaizes opened this morning before Judge 
Crease, the deputy attorney general appear- 
ing on behalf of the crown. Tho grand jury 
returned a true bill in Rcgina v, Farquhar, 
but threw out Retjiiuv v. Gibbs. 

Tho flrat case tried ivas that of Regina v. 
Frank, of Como):, iu which a truo bill hud 
been found by tho grand jury at ^Yeatl))ln- 
ater, bub tho vonuo had boon changed to 
Nanalmo. The prisoner was aocused of the 
manslaughter of Jimmy MitohoU who died 
at Steveston early in July. It was found at 
the post mortem that the sknll was frac 
tured. The fracture was ascribed to a blow 
airuok by the prisoner In the course of a 
row at Denman island severel days before 
Tho evldenoe for the prosecution and de 
fence was all put in and the case will bo 
concluded to-morrow. 

The defeadant In Beglna v. Farquhar, for 
ob tainihg money nndec false pretences, failed 
to respond when the case was called and the 
general belief In local circles is that he has 
skipped. 

The crown prosecutor said he would apply 

to eaobeat tho bail if the defendant fails to 

appear before the asBizes were over, other- 
wise bo would ask to have the case put over 
to tho uoxb asaizos. In the meantimo the 
witnoasoB were dlamiBsod. 

It is expected the ciiao of Ronina v. I'lanta 
win bo laid before tho grand jury in tho 
morning. 

DISHONEST li&ILWAY OFFICIAL. 

A C. P. R. Ticket Clerk Hots Twenty-Three 
iloutbs In .lull. 

Montreal, Nov. 2G —(Special)— This 
morning before Judge Uugaa J. H. Fortior 
waa convicted and aentencud to montha 
in jail at bard labor on a charge, laid by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Co., of having, 
while acting as ticket clerk at Sharbot Lake 
station, Ont., stolen certain tickets, and by 
forged signatures and bogus stamps, pro 
onred from a local dealer in this oity, made 
the sanio good to travel from St, Phillips de 
la Prairie, Quo,, to Paynesville, Minnesota, 
and return.

CUBAN RECOGNITION. 



Mai'tiuez Campos Says They Have 
Mo Claim to Consideration by 
tbe Nations. 



The Biggest Battle Since the Bechi 
ning of the Present Troubles 
— Cubans Victorious. 

New York, Hov. 26 —The World this 
morning published a special from Santa 
Clara, Cuba, aignod by Martine?; de Campos, 
governor-general of Cuba. General Campos 
aays, among other things : 

" I think the Cubm belligeronts' position 
at present gives them no claim on the United 
States for recognition. There is active re 
bollion in Cuba, bat tho inaurgenta hold no 
seaport nor interior town. 

" There aro numoroua villages nffmed on 
tho map which ooasist of five or ten huts. 
Sometimes the inaurgenta remain for a 
period of time In one of these hamlets. 
When I send a oolnmn of troops to it they 
disappear In the wild, pathless country that 
exists in the only districts in which they 
operate. 

" The great North American soldier. Gen- 
eral Grant, ably oovored the sabjeot of re- 
cognition of the boUigerenoy of the rebels in 
tho former revolution. He stated iu a pub- 
lic document, with which 1 am familiar, 
that there was no ground for him to reoog- 
nlzs Cuban belligerency when the people 
who sought recognition hold no port or 
town. 

" Preaident Grant created a precedent, 
and I hear now from Madrid that tbe gov- 
ernment doca not anticipate any overt aots 
or any unfrloDdlloess on thi part of the 
United States." 

The measoDger who arrived at tho Cuban 
j unta late to-day, direct from tho aoat of the 
revolution, reported that on November 10 
one of the largest battles which has l>3en 
fought since the beginning of the present 
trouble with Spain took place. The news 
has bjon withhold strictly, oven the oorroa- 
pondent of El Horuldo, u Madrid paper, not 
being allowed to send it out, Tho battle 
occurred at Taguaeoo, a town in tho intorlor 
of the Island. Tho Spiniah forces consisted 
of 10,000 men, while tho Cubans had but 
about 1,000 The Spaniards were led by 
Gcntrala Valdoy Luqur ond Aldavy, 
an.'. General Mixlmo Gomez was 
at the head of the Cubans. 
Tho Cubans had a most favorable posi- 
tion at tho bottom of a hill. For 36 hours 
tho opposing forces fought, but theSpaniarda 
were unable to drive theCubanB back. The 
latter, however, could do no more than hold 
thnir own. Finally, juat at the critioal 
moment. General Antonio Macio, of the 
Cuban army, camn rushing in with a force 
of :i,000 mon. Willi thu aid of this roin- 
forcsinent Lho Sp'-iiiiali wore ijuickly routed. 
ThoCubina advanced then tnwarda Trini- 
dad and Cionfuegoa. 

(Jonoral Aldoy ia reported to have boon 
Itillod, and tho total number of killed and 
wounded ia placed at (iUO. Gonoral Gomez 
aocurod 700 rilloa and a largo amount of am 
munition. 

Thia is believed to be the largoat battle of 
tho revolution, larger than that of Biyamo, 
several months ago, in which General Cam- 
pos was wounded. 

Lo.vnoN, Nov. 20. — The Timoa this morn- 
lag publishes a dispatch from Copenhagen 
unnounolng tUat the Spanish - government 
liua notified the authorities of Denmark that 
Danish ships have recently assisted the 
Cuban rebels with arms and ammunition.

Tbe ProTince Awakening From 
Sleep to the Bealizatioo of 
a New Life. 



Its 



In tbo Front Rank of Gold Produciugr 
Countries— Alberni and 
Kootenay. 

(From tho Seattle Poat-lntoliiKoncer.) 
Hod, 1). \V. Hlggina, of Victoria, apcaker 
ol the provinoial boasa of parliament of 
Brltieh Colatnbta and a prominent mining 
man, who has been ab the Vioboria liotel for 
a fow daye, tells aomo iateroetlng facta aboab 
the gold diaooverlea at Alberni, on the Wtet 
coast of Vancouver ieland, about 1-5 miles 
from Victoria, where iie h»» spent some time 
tbia fall. 

" Gold wan dtaeoVered in this district in 

l&'Go," anyo he, "but not until one year ago 
was any ofTorb made to extend explorations 
and prnapoob thoroughly in other portions of 
the country. tThoae reBearahea'resalted last 
Bpring in tho discovery that a hill situated 
about fifteen milea eiiat from tho town of 
Albernl was highly mineralized, proeontint; 
wherever the top dirt has bean removod, a 
vein of quarlz carrying free gold and sul- 
phates Carrying gold. 

" Numerous olainis have boon staked out 
on thia hill, whicli has Ijaen aptly termed 
Mineral hill, eapeoially on tho wcat tido of 
it. Tho A lurni company haa let a eoiitraot 
to run a tuiiaol into ita claim about 100 feot, 
and ton daya ugo reached a depoaiti of ,rock 
at a dupth of 12 foot asaaying $100 to tho 
ton. Surface rock from tho aamo claim haa 
aaaayod as high as $'J(JO to tho ton, and I 
havo a ppooimon from ^tineral hill that re- 
allzod ?1 ,708 to tho ton. On the east) side of 
tho bill forty claims have been located on 
throo oreokp, Turn Water, Huokltberry and 
Vellowstono, and further to tho north on 
Cameron river, but withia five milea of the 
hill, a40-foob ledge of quartz assays from tho 
ODtcropping from $4 to £8 a ton. On China 
creek, whiob is weat of the bill two miles, 
several bydraalio claims have be'in located, 
stock floated and works in fall swint;, and ic 
is expected they will be piped abont 
March 1. 

" Along Alberni canal, which breaks in 
from the ocean for thirty-nine milea, the 
ooantry on either aide being ragged, and the 
hiila preolpitons, vigorona prospecting has 
been carried on and Important dtsooveries 
made. AnAmerioan miner, Mr. HoAIlis- 
ter, ▼lalted the canal last May, and discover- 
ed a hilL on Colman or esk, a annall stream 
emptying into the etnal about twenty- five 
milea from the sea, whiob is compoaod of 
what appears (« be rocten slivto, iatersperaed 
or threaded by small Bsams. The rock it 
easily pulverized, and every piece that has 
been crashed and washed oub shows free 
gold. Three hundred pounds was sent to 
Mr. Fallow Harvey, of Vancouver, who aub 
jeoted it to a mill teat, and reported a rcault 
of $12 to tho ton, tho ore not boing at all re 
fractory. Thia hill ia a great maaa of rook, 
all of which c^n bo ouaily worked, in fac, ia 
a voritablfl quarry. Thero are do velna at 
all, it ia juat an upheaval. Competent 
judgea Bay that, if it ouly p')id $4, thero 
would bo a fortuno to tho owners, and it ia 
biiHoved that the hills in tho same iooality 
aro equr\!ly rich. The rook is such poor stuff 
that una would hardly pick it np on the 
street, and ia somelhiog like the South Afri- 
ca conglomerate. 

" On Granite creek, aix milea above Col- 
man creek, largo numbers of vory rich 
claims have been diacovoced, among which 
are Star of the Woab, Islander and Navada. 
Then four miles inland on the aamo creek 
are the Starlight, Black Jack, Seattle, owned 
liy Seattio people, and St. George, owned 
oy Tacoma men, ranging from §5 to §40 to 
tho ton. Tho Islander baa been capitalized 
for $100,000. 

" At TechucknuoUnet oreek several highly 
mineralized lodges have been found and 
subjected to a mill test, yielding §9.45 to 
the ton from surface rock 

" On Copper island, a small island in the 
centre of the canal, abont* twenty 'miles in 
from ita mouth, is a vast depoiib cf copper, 
canyiog gold. A abaft Is being annk upon 
it by a company and aisaya are similar to 
those of Trail creek, allusion to whIob has 
been made before in the Poat-InteUIgBlloer.. 

" The country ia well adapted to mining, 
water, oto., being in abundance. The size 
of the claims ia 1,500x1,500 feet, the largest 
aver made. FaolUtiea are given to all 
miners alike, and the same interest is 
shown to all. P:)oplo of Victoria and Van- 
couver lalond have aocurod many mines, but 
very litclo mention has benn made, as they 
wanted tho first harvest ; bub next year the 
mines will be taken in band and pushed 
vigorously. 

" Thero ia an exteheivo diatricb that haa 
not yot been prospected, and which ia be- 
lieved to bo aa rich. If nob richer, than any 
ycb diacovorod. On Mary lod Island, near 
Victoria, u (juariz vein ia being worked with 
good resulta ao far." 

Mr. Hlgglna anyo further that the dia- 
covirlea at Ivootonuy niidAllurnl, conibinod 
with tho nowly diacovorod faollitioa for 
saving gold, will aoon placo Hritiah Columbia 
in tho front rank of tho gold-produoint' 
countrioH of tho world. Ho aatic |i. 
great lull '"'W of pnnplo und c ipital in i^ ki 
and says " tho province ia juat awakening 
from its sleep of ages to the realization of a 
new life."

Lapponi cited tbe Pope's Intber'to Gitrdinal 
Bam[>olla, published on October..^ , Pro- 
fessor Lapponi has requested mo to oontra- 
diob a statement which appeared a few 
months ago in an Kagllsh journal that His 
Holinosa was Bubjoot to famting fits. Tho 
profosaor aayo that thia atatement ia not 
founded on fact, aa tho Pops ia nob nor ever 
haa been subject to auoh atlacks ; nor has 
Dr. Lapponi at any tipie made aucb a. state- 
ment to any oorreipoBdeub."

A RESIDENTIAL PALACE. 

The Liitfst Addition to the Stately Homes of 
Victoria Now Neurlnsj Comi'letlon. 

One of the fincat ronideucea in Victoria 
haa juab been oomplotod for Mr. A. C. Flum 
erfelb on Pemberlon road. The exterior is 
in quieb, good taste, homelike and nob too 
oonspiouous, though the house is a vory 
large one. The lower part ia of brick and, 
tho projecting upper portion la of timber 
panelled with cement piaster. Tho main en- 
trance ia of beautifully poliahed curly mapl 
while a porte coohere ia the feature of tho 
north aide. Tho elaborate work haa been 
kept for tho interior. 

The epacious main hall la panelled in 
native cedar, tho atruc'.ural tfruct being re- 
ti'lned in the fino cedar celling, the joiats 
being In view ard aupported on bevelled 
cedar columns Ad tbo end opposite the en- 
tranca a htndsome pressed brick fire 
place, with wrought iron dogs. To the 
right are the drawing rooma and tbo muaic 
room and alao a amail oonaervatn- y. the 
same general Idea In the woodwork b.-iog 
carried out. Tbe prevailing tone ■>{ the 
walls is buff, while IrieEsa of a delloalti light 
blue, and stained glass windowa 
tf the tints of tho walls and 
frieze, harmoniKO ortiatically and give 
a very rich appearanco though quiet in lone. 
Doors alidlog into the walla permit of draw- 
ing rooma and hall being thrown into prac- 
tically ono groat apartment. A buauti- 
ful tiled mautolpicce, in cherry, and ingle 
nooks are featur^ie of tha draiving room. 
The mantelpiece was mado by Weiler Broa. 
from deaigns by tho architect, Mr. S. 
Macluro. The dining room haa a cedar 
ceiling of effeotivo design and tho dining 
table and sideboard of massive onk splendidly 
carved were made by Wcller liroa. from Mr. 
Maclure'a designs, harmonizing with tho 
woodwork of the room. The dotaila of tho 
eideboard, which ia a fixture, are very 
elaborate, the copper handles and hinges 
be!ng woU worthy of attention. The library 
ia placed to tdo left of the hall. Pantries 
and other departmonta aro perfect of their 
kind. A broad atoircaae with apaciouH 
landing and window aoata loads to the 
second story, where bad rooma, bath rooma 
and other apartments are in keeping with 
tho rest of tho houso. The contractor for 
the building was George Mesher, while the 
plumbing, which Is of the beat and moat 
modern type, waa by R. J. Note.

made by both Governments, and a final and 
definite frontier decided upon, yenezaela 
answered by reciting the Papal Bull of the 
sixteenth century, which divided the New 
World amoopat the CathoUo oountcioa 
of Spain and Portugal, and descending 
to details laid claim to all lands to the north 
of Che Esaequibo — about one half of the 
British colony. At thia juncture the United 
Stafta a topped In with a aupgeatiou of arbi- 
tration, and Kagluud, still anxious for a 
friendly aottlomeut, agreed on condition 
that the matter under di^ouaalon oliould re- 
late solely to that tract of country which 
might bo fairly said to be in dispute, bub re- 
fused to disouas the absurd claims of Venp- 
zuela, pointing out that for these no basis 
of arbitration could be arrived at, And thus 
the matter stands." 

The Bogllah, we are told, have on several 
ocoaaions offered to withdraw from the ex- 
treme frontiers which they have so long 
guarded. Tlio Venezuelans, on the other 
band, have demanded a complete evaonaldon 
of a country which was never before oiaimed 
aa Spanish. There can be no doabb that the 
Venezuelana have been encouraged by United 
States jingoea to push their unreasonable 
olalros and to obstinately refuse any offer of 
settlement on fair and reasonable grounds. 
The VenezuelanB may find, and doubtless 
will find, that by placing faith in the unau- 
thorized aaanrancea of irresponalble American 
politioiana and journallata, they have been 
led to take a position Which they cannot 
maintain and from which they cannot re- 
treat without humiliation. 

lb oannot be aaid with any approach to 
truth (hat Great Britain haa acted the part 
ol a bnliy and a land-grabber in thia Vene> 
zaelan baelnean. She has permitted the 
boundary question to remain open for nearly 
a hundred years without insiabing on what 
aho oonaidors her rights, and she was all that 
time immeasurably the superior of Vene- 
zuela. She haa been most patient with the 
litcie republic and treated its unreascuable 
and sometimes insolent Government with 
the groatest forbearance. 



THAT BOUNDARY DISPUTH. 

The boundary dispute with Venezuela is 
not regarded aa very important by the Brit- 
ish public. Were Lb nob for the American 
newspapers very little indeed would have 
been hoard of the miaunderatandinc; with 
Venezuela. Those newapapera have seized 
upon it because it gave tbem a pretext to 
abuse Great Britain and to assert the Monroe 
doctrine. But when thia boundary question 
is understood it la seen at once that the 
Monroe doctrine aa it is interpreted by tbe 
Americans themselves does nob apply to it. 
That docLrioe doolarea that the United 
States is opposed to the acquisition of new 
territory on the American continent by any 
European power. But Great Britain does 
not propose to acquire new territory in 
South America. What it ia dotermlned to do 
is to retain territory which it haa claimed to 
own for very nearly ous hundred yeara. 
Mr. H. Somera Somerset in the ^l0vember 
nnmber of the Nineteenth Centary givea a 
short history of this much disouaaed boun- 
dary question : 

" In 1707," ho aays, " Great Britain took 
the territory of Guiana from the Dutoh, and 
'finding that no very deSnite limits had boon 
set between them and their Spanish nelgh- 
'bora, proceeded to demark a rough boun- 
dary line following as oloaely aa poaaible the 
extreme limit of tha bordera of their pre- 
deceaaora. 

" The frontier lines of the eighteenth cen- 
tury had been neoeaaariiy of tha vaguest 
character, for they ran through great 
waatea o( untravelled foreat landt and the 

Spaniards at least do nob aeem to have been 
anzioua to guard against a certain amount 
of encroachment on the part of the Dutoh. 

" The latter, however, had been more 
alert, and had not only spread into the 
Vonezaelun colony, bub had from time to 
time obtained an unwilling concession of the 
Cuyuni river and a general extension of 
their influence to the north of the Eaae- 
quibo. The English on their arrival had 
iboir boundary lino inland from Point 
Borima, claiming that they only wished to 
rule over Dutoh territory, and that they be- 
lieved this to be the frontier of the country 
which they had taken by right of con- 
quest." 

Ihia, then, ia the claim of Groat Britain. 
The territory over which the Dutch oxer- 
oiaed sovereignty ia tbe only territory which 
abe olaima to hold. And not even that, for 
.she aeema to heve been quite willing to give 
«p some of the laTid which the Dutoh had 
acquired which had been within the limits 
of the colony of Vonezuela. 

Aa lone aa Venezuela remained a oolony 
the Spaniarda did not trouble their heads 
about boundary linea ; but as soon as the 
Venezuelans had gained their Indopendenoe 
they began to talk about the boundary bo- 
twoon Iheir country and British Guiana. Tha 
dispute oo far aoema to hivo been a friendly 
one, and Great Britain, acoording to Mr. 
Sameraet, "opened tbe negotiatiooa by 
laying down tbe olaim which abe had in- 
horitcd from the Dutch in 1797, bub de- 
clared that in the intoroata of peace aho 
would bo willing to withdraw hor right to 
some miles of waste ground on certain condl- 
tiona." Butt the Venezuelana were too busily 
oogagod in qnarreliing among themaelvea to 
pay ir.uoh attention to the boundary quea. 
tion, and the running of tbe frontier line 
waa put off for a more convenient season. 
So England retained in undisputed poasea- 
aion for "many years all bbe territory to 
which abe had laid claim. 

In 1850 gold was dlaooveredia tbe Cayuni 
country. It waa no longer considered a 
wortbleBB region, and consequently the 
Venezuelana claimed it aa theirs and pro- 
ceeded to aob as if they were its ownera. 
JThoy tried to drive tho Britlah minora out 
of the country, and in thia they were no 
doubt enoonraged by tha aaaettora of the 
Monroe dootrine iu the United States. 

*' The Engliah Government," says Mr. 
Somerset, "In view of tho increased value 
of their territory ordered a small force to 
iho gold mining diatriots for tho protection 
of Britlah subjoots, and demanded of Vono- 
zuela a reoognltion of their boundary rights 
aa they, atood, until inch time aa a more full 
•nrrey :dt the oonatry ahsnld ' bave> been 



A SPLENDID SPmOS. 

The speech of the Secretary of State for 
the Coloniee, which we published yesterday, 
was such a good one and ao timely, that it 
is highly praised by the newspapnra of both 
parties. The Times notices It in the moat 
complimentary terma ; tbe Daily News, tbo 
leading Libsi-al paper, givea it an appreci- 
ative notice, and the Tory Standard regards 
it as a moat atateamanlike utterance. This 
is part of what the Daily Newa aaya 
about it : 

Mr. Ohambarhin not only aettled a con- 
siderable oolonial difficulty yeaterday, but 
joined in tho celebration of a great atep in 
colonial progress. There Is in Englishmen 
quite a new pride in their ooloniea, and In 
the colonies there ia a growing diapoaition to 
glory in the Imperial oonneotion. We have 
not much faith In the dream of Imperial 
Fodorotion, but we cordially odmit Mr. 
Chamberlain's plea that it ia a droam which 
has vividly impreaaed itaolf on tho miada of 
the Eogliah-apeaking race. iSuch dreama 
may bj propheoiea orportonte: thoy become 
prophecies when they are let alono to work 
out their own realization, thoy are portenta 
when statesmen try to givo them premature 
embodiment. Let tho feeling of aympathy 
between the Mother Country and the colo- 
nies grow, let everything bo done to draw 
us nearer together In commercial as well as 
in personal intorcourae, and the question of 
Federation will solve itself. 

This ia the Standard's eatimato of the 
apcooh : 

No atateaman of our time ia more aatu- 
ratod with the Imperial idea than Mr. 
Chamberlain, and theapeeoh which he made 
at p. banquet to celebrate tho completion of 
the Natal-Tranavaal Railway would have 
filled some Colonial Secrotariea of thirty 
years ago with amazement. lb was a 
buoyant and cheerful discourse ; and If ib 
did nob map oub any new linos of Colonial 
policy, it at least made ib perfectly olear 
that Mr. Chamberlain has taken up bis ofBco 
with a olear and definite Ideal before htm 
The tlmd when tho silly and misohievous 
talk about " cubbing the painter " wss, if 
not welcomed, ab least tolerated, having 
long gone by, we have now to develop our 
Colonies, nob only with duo regard to their 
laheritance of a oommon language and com- 
mon traditions, but with the knowledge that 
community of intereat la, after all, the 
strongest bond between (he aoattered mem- 
bera of a great empire, 

A CAPITAL SUGOESTION. 

Alderman Williams, when he on Mooduy 
night said that the proper functions of an 
alderman were purely legislative, ga\e 
utterance to a very important truth, and 
one wbioh, if acted upon, would do mnoh 
towards making munioipal government effi- 
cient. Aa long aa aldermen confine them- 
selves to making laws and to drawing up 
rules and regulations thoy cannot go far 
astray. It ia when thoy attempt to do busi- 
ness requiring for its proper performance 
professional and meohanloal knowledge and 
skill that they blunder and waate tbe peo- 
ple's money. And we muat say that nothing 
better could be expected under such a sya- 
tern aa oura. A committoa of the City Coun- 
cil ia not lit, from its very constitution, to do 
executive work effectively. It is nothing 
mora than a little debating society, and a de- 
bating society of even skilled men la not an 
inotrument which any really able adminis- 
trator would willingly choose to do admin- 
istrative work. Bub when it is oonslderod 
that tbe greater number of these committee 
men are nob only not skilled in tha work 
they are required to do, but absolutely 
ignorant of its first principles, the wonder ia 
not that they make egreglona miatakes, bub 
that they do anything even decently 
well. What, for Instance, does bho ordinary 
Qonimon councillor know about hydrostatics 
aad hydraulics, and the conditions neces- 
sary to oueure a city a plentiful supply of 
pure water? Yet a committee of tbe City 
Council have full control of the oity'a water- 
worka. Ib is true that they have the aaaiat- 
ance of the city engineer and other skilled 
men, bub lb ia astonishing to eoo how soon 
some common councillors are convinced that 
bhoy can dieponso with the advice of an en- 
gineer. In a wonderfully abort apace of 
time they oome to the oonolnBloa that they 
"know. it all," uid tbatVprbfaaalonal men 
and exparta are notlilDgbetter-tbaB hnmbiiga 
and fadidbta. By' and :by they get tbem- 



selves and their committees into scrapes, 
but experience does not teach them caution 
or lessen in the sligbteab degree their oon- 
fidenco in their own skill and wisdom. And 
80 they go on wasting the ratepayers' money 
and giving the citisena tbe worst kind of 
service ; yet tha poor men wonder why 
it ii the people are not eatietiod. It ia tho 
asime with dtreet makiog and etroot repair- 
ing, the construction of sawars, electric 
lighting and other cervices whiohoan only be 
properly performed by men who thoronghly 
understand their buaineas. There is not, 
we venture to say, a mercantile or a me- 
chanical ooucern in tho country that would 
nob bo run into tho groucd in a very ahorb 
time if it wore managed in the same way ua 
the city's affairs are managed. " Too many 
cooks spoil tbe broth " ia a true saying when 
those who are trying to make ttio soup are 
cooks ; it can easily be imagined what kind 
of a meaa thoy would concoct if none of them 
ever learned to cook. 

Ib ia to be hoped when tbe Mnnioipalitiea 
Act ia again before the Legiaiature for 
amendment aome enlightened and oourageons 
legialabor will reoonotruct ib in anoh a way 
aa to take executive work out of the hands 
of tho aldermen and place it in those of men 
who have boon trained to do tho work thoy 
undertake to perform. When this change 
ia made the oltizena may expect to get good 
value for the taxea they pay, and not before. 

ALL WRONG. 

A telegram from Washington, D. C, 
which purporta to give tho pnbllo reliable 
information respecting seals and sealers in 
Bihrlng Sea, saya : " In accordunoe with 
the findings of tha Paris arbitration, schoon- 
ers are now permitted to bant aeala in Behr- 
ins, Sea with spears in a tone sixty miles 
around tbe Islands from the first of Auguat." 
Thia ia preciaely what the aohooners are not 
allowed to do. Tho sixty mile zone is a 
kind of seal proaorvc, and no soulor, either 
British or Amerioan, is allowed to kill a seal 
in it with spear or any other weapon. Out- 
side that zone sealers are permitted to bunt 
during the short aeaaon that the weather 
permlta, but inside it they dare not go at 
any time on pain of forfeiture.

Bev. IM'. Cnmpbell Delivers an Intev 
eetiuc ami lustniclive Lt'cliire 
ou lii'spuiisible Uovi'i'iinieur. 

Beviewiug: the Political liistorjof the 
Dominion J biouffh Its Several 
Epochs- 



" Xhe Canadfan CoDBliai ion and Respon- 
sible Government" was the ajbjeob of an in- 
atinotive and Interesting leotnre wfaioh Rev. 
Dr. Campbell recently delivered before the 
Sir William Wallaoe Society. The reverend 
gentleman said : 

It was with much plcaauro that I agreed 
to prepare a paper for this eooiety on the 
development of the Constitution of our ooun- 
try, and the strnggles which the poor and 
Independent people of Canada had to obtain 
*• RospoDoiblo Govornmont." I have boon 
in 0I0B6 tonoh with the publio school eystem 
oi Ontario for nearly twenty years, and I 
have carefully looked into that of British 
Columbia since I had the ple.'sure of bo- 
coming a citizen of your royal city three 
years ago, and I am convinced that thore is 
too littlo attention given la our publio 
Bohools to tho hiatory of Canada. Many of 
our younf; poople who havo paRnod through 
a tolerably thorough course of training in 
onr schools and havo a fair knowledge of the 
principal conntrien of Europe are ignorant of 
even a general outline of the hiatory of their 
own beaatifnl Canada. This is not us it 
should be, for there Is no oountry to-day on 
the face of tho globe which daring the first 
three hundred ycors of Ite existence ha& a 
grander or more glorious history than 
Canada — a history breathing tho spirit of 
Hampden and Cromwell, iho great cham- 
pions of oivil and rnligioua liberty. 

In considering the oonstltational history 
cf Cinada, and tho establishment of consti- 
tutional government, the thoughts are 
naturally carried buck to the " Magna 
Charta" — the basis o! English freedom ; the 
foundation of England's greatness and 
glory. In England, from the Conquest 
downward, there was a struggle ol races — 
u struggle between tho Normans and the 
SaiODB, the former Boeking to enforce the 
feudal exactions which they learned in 
Franco, and tho latter rcBieting this lunova 
tlon, and holding on to their own customs 
At first It was a contest between tho mon 
arch and his Norman followers on tho one 
side and tho Saxon population on tho other. 
Iq loBB than two conluriea the condition of 
aflaira had so ohaogcd, through tho exao 
tione of aiiibltioua Itlogs, that tho barons 
joined tho Saxons in thoir demands for the 
good old Eoglish laWQ of Edward tho Con 
fessor. Tho keynote of tho development of 
the constitution of every nation is clearly 
Boonded in this instanoe— baing almost in 
variably a struggle between the aristocracy 
and democracy— 

THE SOVEREIfi.V AND THE I'ETLE. 

In a similar monnor from the time thai 
Canada was endowed with a rapresontativ- 
coDStltntion her annals have borne a double 
interest. Political straggles and rivalries 
oommeoced ; the exeonttve and the people's 
depntfea ointeDded as to the limits 
ol their powers and rights. This bloodleso 
contest of harmless war waa waged for many 
years with indefatigable perseveranoe und 
obstinate determination on the one side, and 
much tact and ability on the other. The 
laudable object of this strife was the ameli 
oration of Canada, and the weil-bjilDg of her 
people. 

While Canada was a colony of Frau je, 
constitutional development was impossible. 
Everything of a civil nature in the province 
was under official patronage or political ser 
voiUanCQ, while religious matters were sub 
joot to vigorous ecclesiaBtioal control. The 
two principal objocts which ongroased the 
attention of tho French oolonista wero tho 
extension of tho fur trade and tho conver- 
sion of tho Indian tribes. As a moans uf 
cirrying on thia projoot, exploration and 
diecovery formed tho chief feature of French 
colonial life. The fundamental principle of 
the old regime was that the spiritual and 
the ijlvll powers ruled all the subjects by 
Divine right, and, therefore, that tho first 
and last duty of government was to train 
the people under a long lino of absolute 
functionaries, religious and civil, to obey 
the powers that bo. The Fronch-Canadlans 
were not unhappy undor this regime 
for they never had a voice a 
to how they should be governed, 
and had been obliged to do as governors bade 
them. A demand for represontatlve Institu 
tlons in the oircamstanees could hardly be 
expected to come from them. Their ambi 
tion extended no further than the hope that 
they might be governed economically, and 
according to their own traditions. Their 
relations to the Und, their disposition and 
hablta, their love for their language, their 
laws and religion made them eminently con 
ser vative. 

But matters were complotely changed 
when tho country changed from French to 
British rule. From the day that Canada 
was ceded to lingliind constitutional ques 
tiona occupied tho attention of the Canadian 
people, for tho now in]migrnnt oloment could 
not and would not tolorato military sway or 
civil abEolutIsm, but demanded tho rights of 
free mon. They asked for nothing more, 
and would bo satisfied with nothing Isbf, 
and with commendable perseverance kept 
up the agitation until thoy obtained for Can 
ada a constitution modelled ua far as posal 
ble after tho Britlah Conatitution, which Is 
the most comploto In tho annals of history. 

When tho articles of surrender were sign 
ed, In 1700, General Amherat pledged the 
faith of Great Britain to the French popula 
tion for 

KDLL RELIGIOUS LIBERTV, 

which pledge was ratified by the King of 
England in 17GI3, when the King of Franco 
coded to him Canada with her dopondoncies. 

Tho forms of law and court of IDngland 
were introduced Into Canada, and although 
tho system cf military rule was never more 
tenderly administered it was far from being 
Bgreeable to the French, who understood 
noither the Eoglloh language nor tho justice 
of British law. Tho continuance of the mil 
itary rule, however, was only ro-exlstent 
with the hostility between Great Britain 
and France ; for Immediately after the 
" Treaty of Paris " was agreed to the King 
of England issued a proclamation giving 
direction to the Governor to call a V general 
assembly " as soon as the condition of Can a 
da wonld admit. A oonnotl was appointed 
to assist the Govornor in tho meantime to 
make snob regulations as might appear to bo 
necessary for the government of tho oolony 

For ten years British colonists had been 
exercising loyal patience, awaiting the ful 
filmont of tho royal proclamation, which 
promised a " gonoral assembly " as soon 
ciroumstanoos would admit. They sent, in 
177-t, a petition to tho King reciting too

promise of the "royal proclamation" of 
1703. They set forth in strong language 
ttioir objections to boiog any longer lefo ex- 
pD6P(l '0 tho ordicanccB of a Glv ronr and 
cjuDcil, and equally grkvouato bo'.li F.-ench 
and KoKlUh. 

I3 ihii 8arn» year the French Owvidlans 
bent a petition to tho imperial p.iilijiiunt 
ooniphiiiiing that a civil givernciient had 
been Hubsii'.uteri for the civil rul'i ut tho 
prnviu'Ji', and asking for tho rts Di'jt'o.t of 
tho ancient Uws and cu3tcni3 of ilie cjuntry. 
Tho petitlr.i of tho British colonists was 
rij?ottd, and tho "Qicbeo act" based on 
the petition of the French Canadians, was 
passed. 

By the "Qaeboo act" the province wos 
divided Into three districts. In each of whloh 
was a judge appointed by the king. In all 
decisions there lay an appeal to the supreme 
oonnoll, and tbenoB to the King in council. 
The aot revoked the " royal proolamation " 
of 1763, and with the revooation the viola- 
tion of the royal promise to establish a 

House of Assembly," The French Roman 
Catholics were granted the fullest religious 
liberty with exemption from the "oath ol 
supremacy." All controversy relating to 
civil rights and property among 
the new snbjeots, or between them 
and tho Freflch colonists, wero to be settled 
by the old French laws as in force at the 
conqncBt. Judges were to be appointed 
from among the colonists conversant with 
thoBO laws, which caused most of the judgea 
to bo of French nationality. The French 
language waa to bo used in tho courts of 
juatioe, lo alao deprived tho people of trial 
by jury, tho inalienable right of every eub- 
ject of the British crown. If Canadiana 
were to be 

ENSLAVED UNDER A LEGISLATIVE COUNOII,, 

it waa imperatively necessary to maintain 
the llritiah jury laws. But the worst feat- 
ure of tho " act " was that it deprived both 
British and French of the right of " habeas 
corpus." Ab thia the 15ritlbh coloniata be- 
came alarmed and sent a petition to the 
House of Lords, ond another to tho Houao 
of Commons, imploring tho repeal of tho 
"Quebec aot." Hut both petitions were 
rejected. 

In passing tho "Quebec act," lingland 
comparatively satisfied tho French colonlsta, 
and confirmed them in their allegiance to 
the British crown ; but it was a crushing 
weight falling from tho summit of British 
power on tho weakening bond which linked 
the kingdom and its transatlantic oolonlea 
Tho "act" retained Canada owing to the 
great preponderance of the Frenoh popula- 
tion, but helped to cut adrift from Groat 
Britain tho finest oolony sho ever possessed 
— now the " United States of America.'' 

When General Ualdlmand replaooi Carlo- 
ton as Governor of Canada, tho Legislative 
Council was assembled, and proceeded to 
redress tho grievances of the people ; yet, 
with the air of a haughty autocrat, ho 
trampled on many of their rights 
and their liberty. Daring his rule a 
court of probate was established, and 
the Governor with tho Legislative Council 
oonstitntod themselves a court of appeal 
with the privilege of final appeal to tho 
Privy Counoll of -Great Britain. The law of 
habeas corpus, which waa laid aside at tho 
conqoest, was Introduced by the council, 
not wllllogly, however, but under pressure 
of the Imperial government. Immediately 
after the " Treaty of Versailles," by which 
the Independence of the " Thirteen States" 
was acknowledged, a war of petitions began 
in Canada ; on tho one side were tho British 
Canadians pleading for radical constitutional 
changes, and on the other side wss the 
Legielative Courc'l praying that the "(jfueboo 
act" be allowed .j remain unaltered, declar- 
ing that it waa well suited to the genius ot 
tho eolonisto The Imperial parliament waa 
at this tim- ibaorbed with the conaidtration 
of impnr .ut intornatlonal queatioua, which 
engag^il tho attention of all the groat nationa 
of Europe, and therefore Canadian affaire re- 
ceived but littlo notico of a practical 
character. 

During the struggle between Great Brit- 
ain and her diasatlBfiad colonies, Canada ro- 
colved considerable inoreaso to her popula- 
tion from those In the " States " who bo- 
lievcd that there was not sufiialont excuse 
for breaking away from the Empire, and 
therefore remained loyal to England. Like 
their

the founders of the groat American repub- 
lic, who crossed the sea and sought In tho 
untrodden forests of tho now world tho lib- 
erty they wero denied at home, those bravo 
refugees loft their poBeeaalons and lireaidos 
and fiad to tho distant wilderneea of Wee torn 
Canada, Nova Sootia and New Brunswick, 
and with heroic fortitude undertoolc to bow 
out for themselves new homos where they 
might enjoy protection and freedom under 
the old banner of the British Hon. 
Although they refused to unite with their 
follow citizens of the American colonies In 
taking np arms against Great Britain, they 
must not be supposed to favor the dootrlno 
of the divine right of kings, or the absolute 
domination of parliament. The record of 
their forefathers from the days of Cromwell, 
and their own subsr<|uent hiatory as the 
"nation builders" ot Upper Canada, prove 
the very oppocite. The sottlemont in West- 
ern Canada of theao " United Empire 
Loyallata " laid the foundation of its future 
prosperity and waa of great benefit to the 
Britlah population in I'listern Canada, aa 
they joined them in agitating tho abolition 
of feudal and Beignorlal tenurea and in de- 
manding a constilucional govornmont and a 
representative houae of aaaombly. In 179U 
thoy sent an agent to ICngland who euc 
ooedod In making known their views to the 
government, with tho result that a " bill " 
was prepared to give Canada a now consti- 
tution, cjmmonly known as tho "Constitu- 
tional Act of 1791," and which doservos tho 
name of tho Magna Churta of Canadian 
freeriom- 

Tfie chief object of the bill waa to divide 
the province into two parts. Upper and 
Lower Canada, and thus allow each race — 
English ond French — to enjoy tho govern- 
ment most congenial to it. Lord Dorchester, 
then governor of Canada, strongly opposed 
the division of tho province, maintaining 
that as one part of the province was In- 
habitedb'y the Eogliah' aad the other by 
Frenoh, the resnlt would result in building 
up "a little France," and "a little Eng 
land " antaaoniitio to each other, a thing 
which should by all meana be avoided. Uu 
maintained that the aim should be not to 
divide the Frenoh and English inhabitants, 
but to unite them more closely in one 
body so that their national distinctions 
might disappear. Fox agreed with Dor- 
cheater; Pitt held that the division 
of tho province wonld bo tho boat means uf 
aooompllehing tho end the oppononta of tho 
bill had In view, as It would oonoillato tho 
Frenoh and satlafy them that no attempt 
would be made to force British law upon 
them, while It would also gratify tho British 
settlers in Western Canada by allowing 
them to bo ruled by the laws thoy most do- 
sired. Burke lend the weight of bis kllu- 
enoe' totha

prevent a political war of factions, whloh 
wonld bo sure to apring up with the hbuio of 
assembly to legltUtb ' for, the two natlonall. 
tiea.' , BeildeVi'free people ahdaldbaTii tb« 



right ui choosing their own form of govern- 
ment. It would be as unjust to deny thia to 
tho French olonlste as It woald ba to deny 
it to tho British. 

Tho following is n tyi optis of thio cele- 
brated act which came Into force on tho 20 h 
Uectmuer, 1791 : The provlnoa waa to be 
divided into Upp.ir and L'jwor C^nndj, and 
each provincQ to havo its own icgialacuro, 
composed of a Icglalativo council and a 
houeo cf a?eenibly. Tho legisla'lvo council 
Wo a to bo elected by the King, and the houBo 
of asaombly by the people, Th^ Governor 
was to e'ocb an oxeoutlvo counoll, which oon 
stitutcd a court of civil iurlsdictlon for 
hearirig appeals. The tenure (f land In 
Lower Canada was to be fixed byitcloovl 
legislature, while In Upper Canada all lands 
were to ba held by "freehold tenure." 
Provision was made for tho support of the 
Protestant clergy in both provinces by tho 
allotment (f lacdj known OS "clergy ro- 
serve," which was the cause of great trouble 
in after years. The sole power ot In- 
ternal taxation was ceded by Great 
Britain to the local legislature;, 
the matter on which the dispute 
and war bttween Great Britain and the 
Thirteen Colonies arore. Britain was learn- 
log by bitter cxperieace to renounce hir ar- 
bitrary power of taxation, for had she ad- 
hered to it in- rrgard to Canada she would 
in time have lost Cinada as she did the Uni- 
ted State<>. The habeas corpus act was 
established by the new conutitu'ion on a 
idrm fuadamontal piinoiplo, hitherto un- 
known in tho colonies. Those nro the prin- 
cip'il polnto in the "constitutional if, of 
1791." 

The intention of tho lirillah m Inlatora in 
giving Canada thia act; was no doubt good, 
but it had not given Canada what It really 
needed, the concosaion of full oonBtitutiunal 
prlvilonoB, and therefore, as might bo ex 
pectod, failed in ica design. Tho most tib 
jectionablo part ol tho conatitution, tho 
" pluciue t'pot " of tlio act, was placing tho 
ropresontat ivea of the people in tho House 
of Aasembly In tho unmerciful gruap of tho 
executive committee, and in tho power and 
at tho mercy of tho Logialativo Council, 
both ot which wero appointed by the crown. 
They hold the power to veto the legislation 
of tho House of Assembly, and yet thoy 
were Independent of the people and ir- 
responalble for their conduct.

"It is the most awful crime of the cen- 
tury, bcciune it is poraistontly falaiiiod by 
iCa authors. Everywhere the story is the 
same — a deliberate preparation — and thou 
the story is sent to Europe that the Armon- 
iana attacked the inofi'dnsive Turks, and 
were reduced to order after a few had been 
killed. Worse things are in store for us. 
Europe is divided In counsel, and the Turks, 
finding that nothing la done to them for this 
crime, will go on to eztremttiea. The highest 
Moslem oonrt has declared that tbe Saltan 
cannot lawfully bs restrained in the exer- 
cise of his will, since he la tbe roprossnta- 
tive of for the whole earth. From

A TURKISH STOEY. 

Leadins Armenians Express Deep Regret for 
Olsordera Provoked by Their 
Compatriots. 

Wasiiini;ton, Nov, 2(3 — Tho Turkish em 
baaay haa received from the Sublime Forte 
the following telegram : " The Syrian Latin 
aad Syrian Catholic biahopa of Onrfa, to- 
gether with some leading men of their oom- 
munitiea, have juat wired to the Grand Viz 
ier as follows : ' In consequence of the evonta 
that took place uc Ouriu, che local authori- 
tiea adopted wise measures, by whioh poaoo 
waa reatored. Leading MusBuimana of our 
oity and all our neighbora continue to min- 
gle "with most cordial relations.' 

"The following is a oopy of a telegram 
sent by the aomifnander-In-ohief of the 
Fourth oorpa of the Im'po'rlal 'army : 

'"I tranamitted immediately to tbe mili- 
tary commanders your fresh instructions. 
Order haa already been completely restored 
in the six provinces. Prompt military 
meaaores having been talcen for , the reprea- 
aion of the diaordera whioh ooonrred in the 
province of Slvaa, I moat firmly believe that 
in a short time peace will be reatored in this 
province also.' 

" The leading Armenians of Erzsroum 
paid -J. f iait to Marshal Chakir Paaha and 
to the vail of Erzaroum and expressed to 
them their regrets for tho disorders pro- 
voked by tho Armenian revolutioniats, 
They at the aame time proseutod their 
thanka for tho menBurea taken concerning 
the treatment of tho wounded, the care of 
the destitute and tho safeguard of churches 
and schools. The Armenian rioters of 
Marasb fired on tho Mueaulmans and sob 
fire to many points, but, thanks to the 
measures taken, order waa restored and the 
fire waa mastered. 

" Porfnob tranquillity prevails iu the pro- 
vinces of Koasovo, Sentari, Janina, Adria- 
nople, Mnnaslir, Salooica, the islands of tho 
urohloolaEO, Crete, Krzoroum, Monseoul, 
Khudavendikiar, Trobizjnd, Tripoli of 
Atrica, Biclis, Giatamouni, Konih, Dlar- 
liekir, Eissorah, Aleppo, B,\t;dud, Syria and 
Beyrout. Tho authorities cf Sivue and of 
Amassia have begun to return to tho owners 
all articles slolea. The asEertioo to the 
efi'aob that the fire at Karpool had been set 
by the imperial troops ia absolutely false. 
One Mosaniman was wounded at Alntal} 
by a gunshot tired from an Armenian 
house." 



GOV. DEWDNEY .BAHQUETTBD. 

Warmly Welcomed by Hia Old Friends at 
Beeina— His Honor's ijpeeeh. 

The impromptu at homo at Government 
House, Regina, on tho 17th instant was, 
according to tho Winnipeg Froo Presa, 
attended by nil tho loading cltizona. Be- 
fore parting tho health of Lieut. -Governor 
Uowdnny was proposed by Mr. D. Mowab, 
M.L A , who spoke of tho work porforincd 
by Mr. Dowdney when in tho Territories ; 
of the satisfaction ho had given aa minister 
of the interior and Indian oommiBsionor.

STREETS AND ROADS. 

To TUB Editor :— Our atroota and roads 
cost BO much every year that it is time our 
mayor and aldermen tried some way that 
would give ua better roada for the money 
spent. The following, issued by the Boad 
Improvjment Asaooiation of London, Bog- 
land, for the gnidance of their road men, 
will ba of great aervioe to all who have to do 
with this olaaa of roads ; tor one thing is 
aura, a Telford or Macadam road needs the 
beat of care to bs in good condition, and un- 
less this care Is given soon gets out of order, 
and the work of repairing la expensive. 

X. 

To bo printed and hung In the oity hall : 

1. Never allow a hollow, a rut, or a pucL 
die to remain on a road, bub till U up at once 
with chips from the stone heap, 

2. Always use ohipa for patching and for 
all repairs during tho summer moutha. 

.'! Never pub fresh atonea on tho road, if 
by croes-picklng and a thorough UFiO of tho 
rake tho aurfaco can be made siniioth and 
kept at the proper strength and section. 

4 Romembor that the rake is tbe most 
useful tool in your oollection, and that it 
should bo kept close at hand all the year 
round. 

5. Do not spread largo patchea of atone 
over the whole width of the road, but coiit 
the middle or horse track lirat, aud when 
this haa worn iu, coat each of the sides in 
turn. 

11 In moderately dry woather and on 
hard roada always pick up tho old surfuoo 
into ridgea six inchoa apart, and remove all 
large and projeoting atonee before applying 
a new coating. 

7. Never spread stones more than one 
atone deep, but add a eeeond layer when the 
first has worn in, if one coat be not enough 

8 Never ahoot atonea on the road and 
crack them where they lie, or a amooth eur. 
faoe will be ov.t of the queation. 

9. Never put a atone upon tbe road for 
repairing purpoaea that will not pass freely 
in every direction through a two inch ring, 
and remember that still smaller atonea 
should bo used for patching aud for all 
alight repairs. 

10. Recollect that hard atonea ahould bo 
broken to finer gauge than soft, but that 
the two-inch gauge ia tho largoub that 
should be used under any circuniBtanooa 
whoro no atoam roller ia used. 

11. Novor bo without your ring gauge; 
remember Macadam'a advico that any olono 
you caunoo oaaiiy put in your mouth ahould 
be broken smaller. 

12 Uae chips it poaalhlo for binding nowly 
laid stones togcttior, and remember that 
road sweepings, horse droppings, soda or 
grass and other rubbish when used for this 
purpose will ruin tho beat road ever con- 
structed. 

13. Remember that water-worn or round- 
ed atonea should never, bo UBid upon ateep 
gradients, or they will fail to bind together. 

14. Never allow duab or mud to lie on tho 
aurfaco of the road, for either of bhcao will 
doublo the oosb of maintenance. 

15. BecoUeot that dust ^bepumea , mud at 
the firab ahibwer, and bhab' mud forma a wet 
blanket which will keep a road In a filthy 
condition for ^weeka 6b a time, inatead of 
allowing lb to dry in a few bonra. 

16 Remembsr that the middle of the 
road ahould always bo a littlo higher than 
the sides,' so that the rain may run into tho 
aide gutters at once. .i ..|....... 

17. Never allow tho water tablea, gutters 
and ditches to clog up, but keep them dear 
the whole year through, . --

At a nieeting of tho (Jph- 
tlialmoldgical .sucioty a case was related 
iu which a lad was struck in tho eye by 
;i caterpillar thrown ut him by a playful 
Kchoidfollow. He picked up tho insect 
to exaniine it, and tho hand which 
'oized it liecami! red and developed 
)ai)ules and otlier iiulications of local 
irritation. A day or two later tho eye 
bocamo tho seat of what proved to bo a 
very tronblesome inllannnation, associ- 
ated with the presence of rounded ele- 
vations due to an aconumlation of cells 
irouiwl the imbedded hairs, which were 
HubsiMnieutly discovered and removed. — 
Medical Press.

The Papal Ableeate Will Formally Receive the 
Scarlet Cape Karly Next Uonth, 

Bai,XIHO^, Nov. 26.— Cardinal Gibbons 
confirms the statement that the berotta 
would be conferred on Arohhishop Satolli on 
December lf> in this city. " Mgr. Satolli 
has arranged to have the oeromoniea inoi- 
dsDtal to hia elevation take plaoo in the 
cathedral in thla city on Sunday, December 
15, beginning at 10:30 a.m,," said the car- 
dinal. " The mass will be celebrated by 
Mgr. Satolli, and I will have the honor of 
conferring the berebta. loimediately after 
the announoement ia made in the couaiatory 
on Monday the member of the Noble G uard 
deaignated by the holy father to be the 
bearer of the beretta and aenchetto will 
leave Rome for Washington City. No 
further details of the ceremony will bo 
arranged until after hie arrival. It can bo 
eaid, however, that in all particulars the 
ceremony will bo similar to that of my 
elevation, the details uf which wore pub- 
lished ab such length in all your papers. It 
will include the usual procesaion of digni- 
tariea and clergy, apeoial music, etc. 

"Upon entering the cathedral, Mgr. Sa- 
tolli and I will occupy poaitions upon the 
opiable and goapel aide of the sanctuary re- 
spectively. The member of the Noble Guard 
from Rome and other designated membera 
of the hierarohy will be invited to seats 
within the ohanoal. The ceremony cf con- 
ferring the cardinalato will preoede the 
maas, and at its concluaion Mgr. Satolli 
win leave the sane ury and oxohango hia 
purple robea for thoao of u cardinal. Upon 
hia return he will celebrate high pontifical 
maas, a8»!»*ed by auoh blahops or 
prieacs as ho himself shall designate. 
Then will fallow the sermon, and this 
is about all that can bo stated in re- 
gard to the ceremony at thla timo. The 
mvitationa to the ceremony are now being 
printed after a formula used upon the ocoa- 
aion of my own elevation to the cardfiolote, 
which I furnished Mgr. Satolli ab hia ro- 
quesb. The invitations upon these ocuaafoaa 
are always extended perconally by tb» per- 
son whoae elevation ia the occasion of the 
gathering. They will doubbloss bo aenb to 
all the prelates of the country with whom 
from time to time Mgr. Salolli haa been 
brought! into oHlolal and personal relations. 
Juat how many ot them or what other 
special iavitcd guests will attend the cere- 
mony cannot be definitely known, however, 
until the acoeptanoes have biien received, 
whioh will probably be between the Sth and 
lObb of December."
